Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner had taken over the case from examiner April Shan and while going over the file history before performing an 
updated search, noticed that the IDS submitted on 3/10/04 had no reference cited for consideration. It was unclear 
from the file history if applicant submitted the IDS form by mistake or if applicant forgot to list the references to be 
considered in the IDS. The examiner called Mr. Brockhaus for clarification and after checking into the matter, Mr. 
Brockhaus stated that there appears to be at least one reference that they meant to list in the IDS but accidentally left 
off. Mr. Brockhaus stated that he will be filing a supplimentai IDS with the proper references listed in the next day or 
two. The examiner will therefore hold off further examination of the case until the supplimentai IDS is submitted as the 
listed reference(s) may have an impact on the updated search performed.
